In passing from the testimony of the dele¬ 
gation from Ohio to that of Kentucky, we 
fhtll find it to be not less irresistible and de¬ 
cisive in negativing the declaration of General 
Jackson, communicated to the public through 
Mr. Beverly.

Gon. Lafayette was notable to state, with ' 
absolute precision, the date of the coiivcrs.atioii ^ 
between u.s, nor can 1 undertake to s|)erify the 
day, althougli I retain a perfect recollection of 
tho conversation. It was, he says, “in the 
latter end of December, cither before or after 
iliy visit to Animpolis, you being out of tlie 
Presidential Candidature.’’ left Washing¬ 
ton on tho I6th fur Annapolis, and returned on 
tho 21st. [See National Intelligencer.] If the 
I'onve.rkatioD took place before that excursion, 
it must have hseu on or 'prior to the 16th of 
December.

Both of those 
gentlemen, 1 have been informed, are respect¬ 
able citizens of Philadelphia. 

I have understood, that to llie Rev. Andrew 


of promoting his own interests, tho injury to 
me has been the same. The public (as I cer¬ 
tainly had) prior to the last Summfr, supposed 
that the charge had originated with Air. George 
Kremcr’s letter to tho Columbian Observer.— 

But recenCdisclosuret of General Jackson and 
his partisans, satisfactorily establisli that, al¬ 
though the sternness of Mr. Kremcr’s patriotism 
prompted him “to cry aloud and spare not,’’ he 
ihdst be stripped of the borrowed mcritof orig¬ 
inal invention, which impartial justice requires 
should now be transferred to a more, distin¬ 
guished personage. A brief summary of incon¬ 
testable facts will evince the justness of his 
observation. 

It was the policy with which the political 
campaign was conducted in tlie inter 1S24-25 
by the forces of tho General, in the first in¬ 
stance to practice stratagem with my friends St 
me. Accordingly the arts of persuasion and 
flattery were employed. But as I did not has¬ 
ten to give in my adhesion, and remained most 
mysteriously silent, in oOier words liad not 
converted myself into a boisterous and zealous 
partizan of Gen. Jackson, it became necessary 
to change that policy, and to Ruhstitutc intimi¬ 
dation for blandishment. Mr. Kremcr present¬ 
ed himself as q fit agent in this new work, lie 
was ardent, impelled by a blind and infuriate 
zeal, and irresponsible, and possessed at least 
the faculty of ctamorouB vpciferalion. His let¬ 
ter to the Columbian Observer wa.s prepared, 
and ho was instructed to sign and transmit it. 
That he was not tho author of tho Icitcr he h.is 
deliberately admitted to Mr. Crowninshield, 
former Secretary of tho Navy. That he was 
not acquainted with its contents, that is, did not 
comprehend the import of it% lerms,* had been 
sufficiently established. To Gov. Kent, Col. 
Little, (^who voted in the House of Representa- 
tive.s for Gen. Jackson,) Col. Brent of I.onsi- 
ana, and Mr. Digges, he disclaimed all inten¬ 
tion of imputing any thing dishonorable to mo. 
(See Appendix E.) "'ho was the real author 
of the letter, published in the Columbian Ohser- 
ver to which Mr. Kremcr affixed his sie>iatiire, 

I will not iindorlnkc positively to assort. Cir- 
cuinsfanccs render it highly probable that it 
was written by Mr. Eaton, and with the know 
ledge, of Gen. Jackson. In relation to the card 
of Mr. Kremcr, in answer to thi'which Iliad 
previouiflY inserted in the National Intclligriv 
oer, 1 remarked in my circular to my constitu¬ 
ents. that tho niglit before the appearanre of 
Mr. Kremer’s, “ns 1 was voluntarily informed, 
Mr. Eaton, a Senator from Tennessee, and the 
biographer of General Jackson, (who hoarded 
in the end of this City opposite to thatin whieh 
Mr. Kremcr took up his abode, a distance of a- 
boiit two miles and a half,) was closeted some 
time with him.” This paragraph led to a cor- 
res|>ondcnce between Mr. Ftaton and myself, in 
tho course of which, in a letter from me to him 
undor date the Slst M .rch, 1RJ5, 1 observe 
is proper for me to add ih 11 did believe; from 
your noclurn il interview witli Mr. Kceme.r, re¬ 
ferred to in my 'ddress.

Thus it appears that, in March, 1826, at vari¬ 
ous places, in the presence of many persons, 
Gen. Jackson took upon himself to represent 
tb-at Mr. Adams had made offers jo me, and 
that if he had made similar proposals, he and 
not Mr. Adams, would have licen elected Presi¬ 
dent. Willi what truth then can lie nssert,^as 
lie has done, that tho “origin” of his charge 
was two years afterwards at his own fireside? 
Or tliat he “has not gone in tho highways and 
market places” to proclaim his opinions? 

VVliilst he has made no protest against any 
benefit which might accrue to himself from the 
dissemination of such a cliarge against me, ho¬ 
is extremely dqpirous not to bo considered as 
my puDi,ic ACCUSER. He has indeed not ap¬ 
peared before a grand jury to support a bill of 
indictment against mo. Neither did he arraign 
mo, when acting under tho oath of a Senator 
of the United States, ho passed upon my nom¬ 
ination. But, if he can be regarded as a public 
accuser, who, on numormis occasions, to par¬ 
ticular individuals, ns well as before crowds of 
people, in public as well us private places, 
chhrges another with a-political offence,. Gcp.- 
. Jackson unites the double character of my pub¬ 
lic and private accuser* With him I have been 
reluctantly compelled to believe the ojscusRtion 
originatco. M’nether from an honest miscon¬ 
ception of the purport ofMr.'Buchanan’s inter¬ 
view wilh hiip, (which no one can doubt was 
the s6urca of. the Culumny) or ffon^ the design 


iwceii Mr. Buchan n and Gen. Jackson. The 
coincidence of tho language cmplojed in live 
letter to the Colombian Observer, with that of 
Gen, Jiickson to Mr. Carter Beverly is very 
striking, snd proves thsl it h s a common nri 
gin. Mr. Kremcr s ys, “Overtures were said 
to h VC been made to tlic friends of Mr. Clay 
olfcriiig him the appointment of Stu-retary of 
Stale for his id to elect Mr. Ad ms.” Gon 
Jackson says “lie [Mr. BiichuMDR] s-idheh 
been informed by the friends of Mr. Clay th 
tho friends of Mr. Ad ms h-ad made overtures 
to thrill, saying if Mr. Cl y and his friend 
would unite in aid of the election of Mr. Adams 
Mr. Clay should lie Secretary of State.’’ Tlic 
variations between other parts of tlic two' le 
tors arc not gre ter th n often occur in differ¬ 
ent narratives of the same conversation. They 
arc not so great s tliose whieh exist in tho ..c- 
counts which Gen. J ekson h s himself given, 
at different lime.s, of the s me tr nsuction. This 
will bo m nifest from * comperison of Mr. Bev¬ 
erly’s report of llic eonvers tion, 1 1 the Her¬ 
mit gc, eont ined in his F yelteville letter of 
the 8th of M roll 1 st, with Gen. J ckson’s st tc- 
ment of the s me corn ers tion, in his letter to 
Mr. Beverly of the fitli of Juno. Spe king of 
this letter Mr. Beverly ssys (in liis letter to N. 
7,.ino, Esq.) th .1 Gen. .1 ae.kson “ •sserts a great 
deal more than ho ever told me.” 

From the intimacy whicn exiated between 
General lackson and Mr. Kaion, and from the 
Get, staled by them both, of the knowledge 
which each possessed of Mr. Ilnrhanan’s com¬ 
munication, il cannot he reasonably doubled, 
if Mr. Eaton pri-pared Mr. Kremer’s letter, 
bat Ge'n. Jackson wr« acquain'cd with this 
fact. It IS worthy of particular observation 
that up to this day. ss far as 1 am informed, 
.Air. Kremcr hu most CRrcfutly cimeealed the 
source whence he derived the statemenU con¬ 
tained in his/amous letter. 

The ranr.or of party spirit spares nothing.— 
It pervadef^it penetrates ev^ry wher?. It 
does not scruple to violate the sanctity of so- 
and private internnorse—It subatitules for 
foCtadark durmiacs apdiBaldvotehtihaihuationa 


intercourse and relations between Gen. .lack- 
son and myself have furnished a copious theme 
of detraction and misrepresentation. These 
remarks are made in justification of the allu¬ 
sion w hich 1 feel constrained to make to a sub¬ 
ject which, although there is nothing apper¬ 
taining to it that I can desire to conceal, or 
which can occasion me any regret, should nev¬ 
er be touched, without the most urgent neces¬ 
sity. I would not now refer lo it. if I had nut 
too much ground to believe that- he b.is coun¬ 
tenanced, if not prompted very great misre- 
presenlalions, which have first appeared in 
newspapers supporting his cause and i-njoying 
his parlicu|.<r confidence, of circumstances, in¬ 
formation about which must have been deriv¬ 
ed from him. 

-My personal acquaintance with Gen, Jack- 
son commhnced in the Fall ot 1815, at the 
liity of Washington, prior to that time, I had 
never seen him. Our interrnurse was then 
friendly and cordial. He engaged to pass a 
week of the ensuing summer ai my residence 
n Kentuckv. During that season, I received 
a letter from li-m cnmnuinicating his r'-gret 
that he was prevented from visiting me 1 
t ’d not again see him until that session of Con¬ 
gress at which the events of the Seminole 
War were discu sed. He arrived in Washing¬ 
ton ill the miilst of the debate, and ufier the 
ivery, but before the publication of the 
first speech w'hi:h I pronounced on (hat sob- 
ject. Waiving all cer'-monv, I called to a e

Such was the slate of our relations at the* 
coniniencement of the session of Congress in 
1823, Ibe interval having passed without my 
seeing him. Soon after his arrival here to at¬ 
tend that session, I collected from certain in- 
dicaliona that he had rtsidved upon a general 
amnesty, the benefit of wfiich was to be exten¬ 
ded to me. He became suddenly reconciled 
with some individuals between whom and him¬ 
self there had been a long existing enmity. 
The greater part of the Tennessee delegation 
(all 1 believe except Mr. Eaton and General 
Cocke) called on me together early in the 
arBsnut, for the express purpose, as I under¬ 
stood, of producing a reconciliation between 
118 . I related, in substance, all of the above 
circiinistancea, including the meeting at Leba¬ 
non. Hy way of apology for Ins coniluct at 
Lebanon, some of the gentlemen rtinaik-d 
that he did not intend any disrespect to me, 
hut that be was laboring under some ind apo- 
sition. 1 stated iha^y opinions wliirli I had 
expressed in the //apof Represenla'ives. in 
refturd to Gen. Jarksbu’s military iransaclioit!; 
had been sincerely enterlaiiirtl and were siil! 
held, but that being opinions in respect to 
public acts, they never bad been bunpi-sed by 
me to form any just occasion lor private enmi¬ 
ty between us, and tbai none bad been cher¬ 
ished on my part. Consequeirly there was 
on my aide no obstacle to a meriii'R wilh him, 
and maintaining a respectful intercourse, for 
die purpose of bringing us together, the 1 en- 
iiessee represeiilativea, allofwhom arconling 
to my recollection, boarded at Mrs. ( laxtiin s, 
on Capitol //ill. gave a dinner to wbirh we 
were both invited, and at y,hich I remember, 
Mr. Senator White, then acting aaa Commis¬ 
sioner under the Florida treaty, and others 
were presenl—A\e tltere met, exchanged s -1 
iitntions, and dined together. I retired Irnm 
the table early, and was follnwed to the door 
by Gen. Jackson and Mr. Ealoii, who iimialed 
on my taking a seal in their carnage. I rode 
with them and was set down at my own lodg¬ 
ings. 1 was iiflerwards invhed by Gen Jack- 
son to dme wilh him, where I met with Mr, 
Adams, Mr. Calboun, Mr. Soulhsrxl and many 
oilier gen' lemen, chiefly members olLongress. 
He also dined, in company with fifteen or eigh¬ 
teen memborsof Congress, at niy lodgings, & 
we fraqitently met, in the course ol the win- 
ter, always reapeclfully adilresaing each other 
Just before I left Kentucky the succeeding 
fall (Nov, 18‘24.) to proceed to w ashingioii, a 
report resclitd I-exington tliat Cen Jackson 
intended to take tliat place in his route tu the 
city. Our friendly intercourse having been 
restored, in the manner staled, I tkas very de- 
sinuis that he should arrive, prior to my. de- 
pariure from home, that I might offer lo bin 
the hotpllalily of my house, and, lest he migh' 
misinterpret the moiivc n»y depa^iurci jf 
preceded his arrival. In this temper of^mind, 

I think It quite poasible that 1 may have said 
that, if I bad been aware of his iiileBtlon G 
pasa that way, I would have «ritten to bin- 
when I inteeded to set out, and urged him lo 
reach Lexington befoi^ 1 iiartcd on my jouf; 
nry. I certainly never contemplated travels 
lipa in eorftpany with him, having some timi^ 
befqpe roetle all my arraagemenu fur the jour» 


enure assent to the publication of that or any 
other letter addressed lo him by me. I do not 
believe I did, because I do not think that there 
was time, after 1 heard of his intention to 
come by Lexington, for a letter from me to 
reach Nashville, and an answer to be returned, 
before it was requisite to commence the jour¬ 
ney—a punctual attendance on my part being 
necessary as the presiding officer of the House. 

If such a letter had been (as moat undesigned- 
ly it might have been,) written, ctanany thing 
moi-e strongly illustrate the spirit of hostility 
against me than the unwarrantable Hifcjencet, 
wh'ch have been drawn from that assumed 
fact.?
